Boston, July 2..A clean sweep of

the series here is what Clark Griffith
is predicting. With Wood and Be-
dient. tht. Red Sox two pitching stars,
out of the way, and Joe Boehling and
W alter Johnson still in reserve for
the Nationals. Griffith does not expect
to experience any difficulty winning
the two remaining games here. A clean
sweep here, he hopes to continue with
victories over Frank Chance s New
York team, and, in fact, the head of
the Washington aggregation has
visions of another long winning streak.

Better
ball than the team has played here has
not been shown in its history, and it was
because of this that it has virtually put
the Red Sox out of the running. Before
the Nationals came here the cry came
from all over the circuit that Boston
would be a contender from then out. The
world's champions seemed to have hit
their gait, but there has been absolutely
no comparison between their work and
that of the Nationals in the two games.

It was Alva Williams again yesterday
who changed the complexion of the game
¦with a healthy drive. It was his double
Monday which tied the score for his
team when he pinch hit in the eighth.
Yesterday he came through with a long
three-bagger down the right field line
with the bases full and lilted the game
out of the tire. These i^re indeed glorious
days for "Rippy." Not unlike other ball
players, he likes to hit, but when he can
make his hit count against Boston, as lie
has in the past two games, it s the most
pleasing sensation that he can possibly
experience. When the ninth inning rolled
around yesterday the Nationals were one
run behind the Sox. I«eonard had re¬
lieved Bedient in the fifth, and in the suc¬
ceeding three innings had allowed nothing
that looked like a base hit.

ever, opened the way when he reached
first on a swinging bunt which Leonard
threw wildly to first, sending Shanks to
second.
